The book, Programmatic Spanish . 


is a combination of programmed learning techniques and the conventional 
pattern drill approach to language study. In this integrated approach, 
grammar — introduced by means of modules -- is purposely over-simplified 
in terms that students can comprehend easily. Therefore, the explana- 
tions of a professional linguist are not needed in the classroom; 
those of the teacher familiar with the text and its objectives suffice . 

At the Interagency Romance Roundtable, Dr. Harris offered to conduct 
an orientation for the purpose of text introduction, interpretation 
and analysis for those of our teachers who will be involved in our 
course. The orientation will take place at FSI on 13-14 July. 


5* The Language School has obtained a set of sample test tapes 
which were developed at the Foreign Service Institute for training 
testers in French and Spanish. The Testing Branch will use these 
tests to find out if the Agency and FSI are using the same criteria 
for rating language proficiency. The Language School is planning 
to expand this type of exchange with FSI and other agencies in order 
to assure comparable testing standards . 


6. Since the Language School is closed to students this week, 
we have had an opportunity to conduct instructor training courses, 
which are often difficult to schedule when the faculty is fully 
occupied with teaching. | | i offered a workshop on taping 

techniques, which covered the following topies : criteria for evaluating 
language tapes, script-writing, tape labeling, tape splicing, editing, 
and recording studio techniques. Each of the 18 i nstructors in t he 
course wrote a complete tapescript and worked with
